The second and third letters are correspondence between PIVERT and 
Bertram D, WOLF, who is well known to you as one of LOVESTONE's colleagues, 
It will readily be seen from the letters themselves, that even though LOVE- 
STONE's organization as such, may no longer be in existence, the comrades 
are still keeping in close touch with each other, PIVERT's reply to WOLF is 
an extremely full and documented life of Andre SIMONE, alias Otto KATZ, and 
appears to be very interesting. 


"LD." mentioned in the first paragraph of letter No. 3 is probably 
Trotsky (Leon Davidovitch). MEYER is either Dr, Paul MAYER or|Hannes MEYER, 
both of whom are believed to be Stalinite Communists in Mexico, Note also 
the reference to Fenner BROCKNAY, We have just received an intercept of a 
letter from PIVERT to BROCKWAY, which we will send within a few days, 


We are beginning to receive a considerable number of intercepts of this 
type, which appear to give a very good insight into the activities and present 
ways of thinking of Marceau PIVERT, Victor SERGE, Gustave REGLER, and others 
well known to you. It is our intention to send you copies or extracts of the 
more important intercepts with any covering notes or explanations which may 
appear necessary, At the same time, where it appears that further information 
might be useful to round off a story or clarify any point, we will attempt to 
obtain this from other sources.

EXTRACT (Original in French): Dates: April 7, 1942 


"Here is a first compilation of facts which have been recut. How can 
Otto KATZ, Andre SIMONE, have the audacity to write a letter in which he hin- 
self admits his own imposture? ‘This shows a man who is losing his grip. He is 
bringing Babette GROSS into it. Why? How can he implicate her for the first 
time, in this series of controversial articles. Isn't it because he was a 
collaborator of her husband Willie MUNZENBERG? Naturally, and he figures that 
Babette Gross is the only person who knows about his activities. This is where 
he is mistaken, because back in the time of the Popular Front and the Leon BLUM 
Government, I had the opportunity to know many things concerning the Comintern's 
agents. These things are confirmed by our German friends here, who are in 
opposition to the Stalinists, and among whom are a few who were able to get in- 
timate knowledge of the inner secret organization of the Communist International 
G.P.U. 


"I repeat that I am taking full responsibility for the following resume 
on Otto Katz's activities. We have had no hesitation in deciding, whether or not 
he is innocent in the slanderous campaign against us. For my part, I questioned 
GERANDEL, President of the A.D.I. (International Democratic Association), i.e. 
some vague organization serving as a cloak for the Stalinists, and I learned that 
Andre Simone was the directing head. He is the one who arranged the trip for 
Genevieve TABOUIS to whom he is bound by complicity and friendship. He is the 
one who tells the Mexican Stalinists what to do. Furthermore his responsibilities 
consist mainly of directing questions of propaganda, rather than handling the 
detective work itself, ‘The real G.P.U. Chief over him seems to be a German arch- 
itect named MEYER in whose house L.D.'s death was plotted. 


"The second fact, which in our eyes indicated Andre Simone as the 
guiding force, is the testimony of one of our friends, who on or about January 19 
attended a meeting called by Andre Simone for the Hippodrome district. Three 
hundred rich Jews were present. In the course of his talk the lecturer told how 
he had gone to see the display window of the Nazi book store of Mexico, and also 
the Quetzal's windows commented on Victor SERGE's book, 'There is the fifth 
column, you should not tolerate that'. As he had given several previous public 
lectures, those who knew him from having worked with him for years, recognized 
him perfectly. Whence the outstanding and credible description in 'Analysis', 
of which Gustave REGLER is really author, though he makes no mystery about it. 
To appreciate to what degrading moral level Katz has fallen, let us briefly 
review his personal history. 


"Otto Katz has been Willie Munzenberg's collaborator since 1929. At 
that time he organized the 'Universum Bucherei' (that is, he knows very well that 
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he was participating in the book publishing trust, supported throughout Germany 
by Russian funds.) At the same time he had charge of the Piscator Theater, 
which went into bankruptcy, and as Otto KATZ accumulated enormous debts which 
even Willie MUNZENBERG's funds could not pay, he was recalled to Moscow in 
order to escape being sued by his creditors. In Moscow he was hired to produce 
films for the International Worker's Aid. After this he was once more with a 
Communist Party publishing house in Berlin. 


"PIATNISKY sent him to Paris (and yet he has the audacity to say that 
he never worked for the Comintern! ) There he was co-editor of the Brow Book. 
Today he pretends he wrote it, when in fact he wrote one chapter, and the truth 
is that Gustave REGLER was the one who discovered in a Strasbourg library the 
famous Reichstag blue print, which, with all probability, helped to suppcrt the 
theory that GOERING was guilty, as the plan showed an underground passage connec- 
ting Goering's residence and the Reichstag's buildings. Then Willie Munzenberg 
sent Otto Katz to London, still as a Comintern delegate, to organize the anti- 
Fascist movement, or to be more exact, the Aid Committee for the Victims of 
Fascism, which collected substantial sums of money. Following this he left for 
the U.S. accompanied by the Swedish Socialist, Sonia BRANTING, and the English 
Nationals, LISTOWEL, MARLEY, and Miss WILKINSON. 


"It is easy to see why this trip was undertaken, - its purpose was to 
organize a Committee similar to the one existing in Imgland. Anyway Otto Katz 
frequently went to England, and each time he was looked upon as a Comintern 
delegate by the Intelligence Service who had a detective accompany him constantly, 
from the time of his landing at Croydon. Because of his ‘connections’ in certain 
aristocratic circles (Duchess of Athol) they permitted him to move about freely, 
always following him, until in 1936 he was forbidden to enter England. At that 
time Willie Munmzenberg set up the Spanish Agency, a center of information on the 
Spanish Civil War. He placed Otto Katz at the head of the Agency, as his ‘lieu- 
tenant'. Afterwards he made a last visit to Mgscow_and broke off. Consequen 
the Comintern sent the Czechoslovak Communist (SMERAL} to Paris to succeed him.’ F #4320. 
Otto Katz immediately abandoned his master of yesterday, whom he claimed to 
admire and call his friend, in order to serve the one holding the money bag. 

This action reveals his true soul, He was director of the Spanish Agency and 
executed the orders received. Unfortunately, I am not here in a position to 
examine the most revealing newspapers, for example the one which attacked POUM in 
May, 1937. But I read them in Paris, as I was a subscriber. This paper was 
constantly advocating murder, and the usual trick was to use foul calumies 
against its opponents. 


"Still under orders from the Comintern Katz went to Spain. Bluff and 
obnoxious propaganda, One day he received the Duchess of Athol, and asked a 
militant Communist to introduce him to her as a Spanish priest fighting on the ~ 
Republican side, At that time, his most influential friend rao{Lout FISCHER, PF 38499 
who became Juan NEGRIN's confidant, and who had enormous sums put at the disposal 
of Soviet propaganda at STALIN's request. (The money was Spenisl, Negrin had come 
through.) Otto Katz had aroused jealousies, for example that of Constanza De la 
MORA. Louis Fischer protected him, and they portioned out different ‘sections', 
the U.S.A. for Fischer; Sweden, France and England for Kats. 


"It was towards the end of 1937 that Otto Katz bought 'L' Ordre ' for the 
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secret services of the Comintern. Of course I am making a statement which I 
cannot prove, but no one who knows the principles and underhand business dealings 
of the press would deny this, and Baile BURE became from that day on, the yes-man 
of Moscow. Otto KATZ was to be a collaborator of L'Ordre, he also ran the news- 
paper. At the break of war, under the pressure of unanimous revolt of public 
opinion concerning the Stalinists' about face, Bure and Genevieve TABOUIS made a 
few timid criticisms of the Russians but, as long as Otto Kats cannot deny that 
he at that time had the means of expressing an opinion on the pact, can he cite 
one article in which he took a definite stand against his boss, STALIN? It would 
be necessary to examine the files of'L'Ordre', but nevertheless it is a safe bet - 
certain remarks Otto Katz made at the beginning of the war, and which have come 
back to our ears, leave no doubts in our mind. He said "We must obey". His 
intimate friend Jeanne STERN had been appointed editor of 'L'Ordre', but he 
actually was the big boss. 


"From 1937 on, and especially from the outbreak of the war he had a 
mysterious influence on Genevieve Tabouis. Each day at 6 p.m. he would make a 
friendly phone call and tell her the latest news, that is, what the Stalinist 
Services wanted published; therefore one of the chief responsibilities of 
'L'Qeuvre' and of Genevieve Tabouis at the beginning of war was to hand out this 
propaganda of indirect justification of the Pact, which consisted in saying 'It is 
Stalin who is in process of Sovietizing Germany' to the point that Colonel FABRY 
in "Le Matin' saw red and outdid her by saying "of course we must fight HITLER, 
but our principal enemy is Bolshevism". 


"Then the Stalinist on duty in every factory would bring out Genevieve 
Tabouis' article and also that of FABRY, and would prove that Stalin was right. 
Ask HARMINE who saw this first hand at the fectory, and who also knew how the 
French Stalinist Party, although almost wiped out and without a paper of its own 
in September, was set going again with 15% efficiency in 3 months time, by these 
‘patriotic journalists’. 


“One edifying detail: the big office from which Otto Kats operated, 
since the time he ran the Spenish Agency was a stone's throw from where I lived, 
in a dead-end street, in the XVth arrondissement, between the Rue Paul Barruel 
and the Rue des Favorites, back of the Thomson-Houston subway station. The man 
who claims he never worked for the Comintern, and who says he never went to the 
U.S. (sic) actually worked in that office for 3 years, and left it to make three 
trips to America - the second trip at the beginning of 1939. This time he was 
sent by the German Communist Party. He collected money under the pretense of 
contributing to the 'Thomas Mann Funds' and also for the benefit of the Liberty~ 
Radio broadcasting station, which was no longer in operation, and all this money 
went to officials of the German Communist Party. 


"On his return to Prance he had a Visitor's Visa, enabling him to 
return to the U.S. If Washington has a well organized service, it should be 
possible to find out who issued that visa. At the break of war he was more or 
less threatened with the concentration camp, as was the case with all foreigners, 
but was protected by his proteges, Bure and Genevieve Tabouis. The latter saw 
Georges BONNET and obtained permission for Otto Kats to leave France, and for the 
third time he landed in the U.S. in Feb. 1940. Now for the comedy. Read the book 
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"I Accuse, written by this 'French Writer' who distorts the historical truth, 

you will see where he describes how his friend MANDEL left the Minister's Council 
in Bordeaux in June. This action again characterizes him, All of his other 
assertions are just as true as this one. We are confronted with a sort of un- 
scrupulous international gangster, a coward who contradicts himself. 


"Please phone or have the Workers Defense League phone this 'Lawyer 
Kurt ROSENFELD' who also is 'one of them! and tell him that if his protege insists 
on lying, there will be plenty of independent newspapers in America that will 
restore Mr. Otto KATZ's amazingly short memory. It is possible that this warning 
will be sufficient for this fellow and if 'The Nation! is somewhat uneasy about 
the affirmations of its collaborator Richard ROVERE, tell those who are worried 
that this article was really quite below the truth. If a beautiful soul like 
Mr. Katz's is utilized for such 'dirty work', we should not hesitate to take a 
broom and clean the place up. 


"Don't forget that there are many more details, but this seems suffic- 

ient for today. This evening I received a friendly letter from FENNER in London, 
who very successfully started a petition similar to the Workers Defence League's, 
He had received Rovere's article and had it distributed immediately. What can we 
fear? Of course, an accident to one of us is always possible, but on the intellec- 
tual and moral plane, we are so sure of victory. The stupidity and shamefulness 

of our adversaries help us considerably, but your friendship and the enthusiastic 
Vigilance of all the idealists who protect us are our best assurance of victory."
